Shall the Tail Wag the Dog? 


ANTI-SUFFRAGE NOTES 


The campaigners against woman 
suffrage addressed a large audience_of 
voters Wednesday night in the square. 
The speakers were introduced by Prin- 
cipal Stearns, who said in part that 
some new-comers in town had remarked 


that they didn’t know as there were any 
Anti-Suilragists in Andover, the ex- 
planation of such dense ignorance aris- 
ing from the fact that the Antis made 
less noise then the Sullragists, but 
sometimes noisy people accomplish less 
than the quiet ones. Dr. Stearns’ 
allusion to his own mother, Mrs. Wm. 
E. Stearns, a strong Anti-Suifragist, 
whose distinguished career both in 
India and America have attracted wide 
attention, carried great weight. The 
first speaker introduced was Hon. 
Charles L. Underhill. He used the 
same always-new and. never-old aryu- 
ments with which we are familiar. 
Perhaps the truest of all the true 
things he said was that owing to their 
temperament, women couldn’t dilfer 
on topics of importance without getting 
angry at each other and staying so for 
the rest of their lives, while men could 
send their opponents to hell publicly, 
and ten minutes afterwards be laughing 
together over some story. 

Dr. Stearns, in introducing the next 
speaker, remarked that this was no 
partisan ailair, as ex-Representative 
John J. Douglass was a Democrat... Mr. 
Douglass spoke briefly and did not 
repeat what he said in Lowell, namely: 
“Let us not forget that if the suffra- 
gists have their way in Massachusetts, 
women will be called upon for jury 
duty. Do you realize wnat jury duty 
means? As a lawyer I have participated 
in cases in which some of the testimony 
was such as to bring blushes of shame 
to the cheeks of the most hardened man. 
As a juror your wife or your daughter 
might be compelled to listen to. such 
testimony, and she might also be com- 
pelled to discuss it in all its nauseating 
details with men she would be careful 
not to know under other circumstances, 
behind the locked doors of the jury- 


room through the long hours of the 
night.” . 

To the listeners who thought the 
speakers laid too much emphasis on 
home and mother, Dr. Anna H. Shaw’s 
sarcastic name for the Antis may 
appeal. Dr. Shaw, president of the 
National Suffrage Association, says: 
“The Anti-Suffragists are the Home, 
Heaven and Mother Party.” To which 
the Antis .reply—If you like Home, 
Heaven and Mother, and are going our 
way, join us; if you are going the other 
way, join the Suffragists. 

Col. Irish was present but did not 
speak. The bugler most appropriately 
played “Home, Sweet Home,” the 
autos bearing the speakers rolled away, 
and the crowd dispersed, discussing 
under the stars the question which 
means so much now, but which we hope 
will be so settled on November 2, that 
women can withdraw from politics and 
resume the duties properly belonging to 
them. 


As is usually the case, ‘“Samanthy 
Allen” proved herself up-to-date. on 
the “Suffrage” question at the recent 
public session of the “District School 
of Jonesville” in the town hall. 

One of her pupils, ‘Jo March,” had 
discovered a word in her book which 
she asked her teacher to pronounce, and 
the conversation which followed fully 
revealed Samantha’s sentiments. 

Jo makes an urgent appeal: ‘“‘ Teacher, 
what does this  spell—s-u-f-f-r-a- 
g-e-t-t-e’’? 

“Wall, that’s a word you'd better not 
bother your young head much about. 
It don’t amount to a great deal any- 
way. I’ve been reading considerable 
about it lately in the.‘ Jonesville Towns- 
man’ and I wouldn’t bother very much 
with it if I were you.” 

“But, teacher, what does it mean? 
Is it anything like those little crackers 
they call Oysterettes?” : 

“Yes, just about as important as 
that. It is one of those things people 
speak of as ‘diminootives’, and it 
amounts to very little, anyway. I’ve 
noticed that words which end in 
“ette’” are generally the names of 
things of very little consequence. I 
believe it is called ‘Suffrage-get’.”

and when the disaster at Sedan and tie 
news oi General Bazine wilh seventy- 
tive thousand men being captured and 
shut up in Metz, could no longer be 
kept secret, the whole country, to put 
it mildly, went mad and Louis Napoleon 
and his wife, Kugenie, had to seek 
shelter from the tury of the mob by 
crossing over to England. Very likely 
if tne newspapers nad told the truth 
there would not be a republican govern- 


ment in France today, as the church as | 


well as what we would call the respect- 
able people, hated a republican form of 
government. 

It is dillicult today to get a true ac- 
count of the war now devastating 
kkurope. I get a Scotch newspaper 
which is nearly as bad as the French 
papers were and does not tell the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth. Our papers here are fairly truth- 
tul; they give reports from Berlin, Paris, 
London, tome, and Petersourg (I can- 
not speil nor pronounce the new name 
for St. Petersourg), and by putting all 
tnese reports together a particle of 
trutn may be got.

took last year. It is the men who work 
and the women who work who feel most 
keenly the need and the justice of giy- 
ing to everyone a voice in the shaping 
of conditions under which they must 
labor, ‘luey whose wealth and com- 
fortable surroundings serve as buffers 
to protect them from the jolts and stress 
of the workaday world are doubtless 
sincere when they say they do not wish 


or require any greater share in the con- | 


duct of affairs. But there is in this issue 
a question of individual right and public 
justice that is too broad to be thus 
seltishly answered from a narrow view- 
point. The spirit of a true democracy 
will not tolerate a position of political 
inferiority for women “because they are 
women”. Massachusetts can, if she in- 
sists, bring upon herself the distinction 
of being one of the States slow to grant 
women the vote which all admit is 
“coming some time,” or by endorsing 
the spirit of the resolution passed by 
the workingmen sh: can settle the 
matter November 2, and in a manner 
that will thereafter reflect with credit on 
tne intelligence and justice of the Com- 
monwealth.—Boston Traveler. 


The death of ex-Secretary of the 
Navy Long removed a statesman well 
known and. generally beloved, In 
Massachusetts he has been spoken of 
more generally as Governor Long.

Of Interest to Andover “ Apple- 
Growers 


A demonstration, concerning the re- 
quirements of the new ‘“Apple-grading 
Law” to be given in Grange Hall, Ha- 
verhill, on next Monday at 8 o’clock 
p.m., is of interest to Andover farmers 
and particularly to Grangers. The 
Massachusetts State Board of Agri- 
culture, in cooperation with the Massa- 
chusetts Fruit Growers’ Association, are 
to give the demonstration. It will be in 
charge of W. H. Woodworth of Ber- 
wick, Nova Scotia, secretary of the 
Kings County Farmers’ Association, 
and a fruit-grower of note, who has 
had years of experience in packing 
apples under the Canadian Fruit Marks 
Act. Mr. Woodworth will be assisted 
by A. C. Brett of North Abington, a 
recent graduate of the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College. 

The primary object of the Massachu- 
setts “Apple-grading Law” is a bigger 
and more profitable orchard industry, 
based mainly on securing more uniform 
and staple prices for the préduct. This 
can be done only by the adoption and 
use of grading and marketing standards, 
so that the purchaser may be sure he is 
getting what he pays for. 

The “Apple-grading Law”, and the 
regulations authorized thereby, will go 
into effect July 1, 1916. 

The law fixes a standard for barrels 
which is the same as the United States 
standard, and a standard for boxes uni- 
form with standards of the principal 
apple-growing States; it defines a closed 
package; it establishes three standard 
grades and provides that all apples 
sold in closed: packages not conforming 
to these three grades or, if conforming, 
not branded in accordance therewith, 
shall be deemed “Ungraded” and so 
marked; it requires that every closed 
package of apples packed or repacked 
within the State, be marked in a cen- 
spicuous place with certain information 
as to its contents; it specifies that closed 
packages containing apples packed or 
repacked without the State to be sold 
within the State as of a Massachusetts 
standard grdde shall not be ‘falsely 
marked; it authorizes the secretary of 
the State Board of Agriculture to make 
and publish rules and regulations for 
carrying out the provisions of the act; 
it empowers the said secretary and 
deputies to enter any building or other 
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“Back Home”, that ran serially in The 
Saturday Evening Post. The play form

It doesn’t look like real good politics 
at this distance, for the Republican 
Council to refuse confirmation to Mrs. 
George S. Ladd, the Lecturer of the 
State Grange, who has been appointed 
by Governor Walsh as a member of the 
State Board of Agriculture. If the 
Council wishes to lay down a proposi- 
tion that women are not proper ap- 
pointees for this position, then the dis- 
cussion raised would naturally follow 
along those lines, but from the best 
knowledge obtainable the objection 
arises from the opposition of one mem- 
ber of the Council because Mrs. Ladd 
has not had political leanings in strict 
accordance with his ideas. 

Andover people know Mrs. Ladd 
pretty well. She has a lot of friends in 
this section and the writer likes to think 
he is one of them. He has known 
nothing but good things about her. 
She is bright, clear-headed, and capable, 
and would do a lot of good work as a 
member of the State Board of Agri- 
culture. What other qualities are re- 
quired? She has been independent in 
many things she has said, probably in 
some things she has done. If any 
woman is to be selected for this place, 
we can think of no person better fitted 
to give service to the Commonwealth 
and to the agricultural interests of the 
State than Mrs. Ladd. 


Phillips Founders’ Day 


Each succeeding year Phillips Acad- 
emy places a memorial to the founders 
of that great institution worthy of the 
aims and purposes which those men had 
more than a hundred years ago. 

Tomorrow another recognition is to 
be made of the important event happen- 
ing in 1776, and in recognition of it an- 
other important building is added to the 
group already representing the splendid 
physical development of Andover’s big 
educational institution. 

To commemorate these events, some 
of the big men of the country have been 
called to the programs prepared, and 
in welcoming Governor Walsh _to- 
morrow the Academy honors him no less 
than he honors it, in grouping him with 
such men as President Taft and Secre- 
tary Stimson, who in previous years 
have participated in the exercises of 
Founders’ Day. Governor Walsh will 
have no political welcome, but he will 
have a hearty welcome from men intgr- 
ested in important educational work, 
and glad to hear his greeting as the 
State’s chief executive in the first place, 
and as one who from that exalted 
position has been making some very 
striking contributions to the develop- 
ment of educational life in the Common- 
wealth in the broadest sense of that 
term. 


The Local Representative 


The rumblings that have followed the 
primary in Andover relative to the local 
contest for Representative, do not grow 
much softer as the days go by. On the 
contrary they seem to be a little deeper 
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and far-sounding, with not very good 
promise in them for Republican success 
unless there is a changed feeling: be- 
tween now and election day. The voters 
are in a peculiar state of mind. To en- 
dorse an independent candidate who has 
definitely turned his back upon the 
party, is not pleasing to old-fashioned 
Republicans who believe in the right of 
every party to choose its own candidate. 

To endorse a Democratic candidate 
in the face of what the Democrats have 
been doing to Andover the last few 
months and what there is danger they 
may do in the future, is also distasteful 
to the old-fashioned Republican. 

To endorse a Republican nominated in 
an open primary by Democratic votes is 
also not pleasing to the average Re- 
publican voter. Upon which horn of 
these three dilemmas will the Republi- 
can voters of Andover finally fix theig 
action? ° 


Perhaps it isn’t yet time to write the 
answer, but it certainly is time to be 
thinking it out pretty carefully from 
these three standpoints, so that there 
will be a positive result when action is 
finally determined upon. There was 
never a time when men wanted to sup- 
port Republican principles more- than 
they do today, and if it shall appear that 
the Republican party is best served and 
the Commonwealth no less well served 
by the election of the Republican candi- 
date, the duty of Republicans will be 
very clear. 

There has come to the writer, this 
very week, a very emphatic request 
from a strong Republican whose ideas 
of character in public service are pretty 
straight-laced, that there is nothing to 
do at the present time but to make sure 
the election of a Republican representa- 
tive this year. In this issue of the 
Townsman is a communication from 
one of our old friends who thinks a lot 
of men’s grandfathers and maiden aunts, 
and who from that standpoint strongly 
urges Mr. Gleason’s election. The air 
will probably clear somewhat in the 
next few days; meanwhile let’s keep 
our tempers and have final conditions in 
such shape that the best service to the 
greatest number of people will be the 
ultimate result. 


Editorial Cinder 


They have been running a pretty 
close race in the contest for the Re- 
publican Councillor nomination for this 
district, between Mr. Tarr of Rockport 
and Mr. Ingraham of Peabody. It isn’t 
surprising that the recounts in various 
cities and towns have--shown various 
changes, for the ballot was a hard one 
to handle and the handling was bound 
to result in some errors. It is hard to 
understand, however, the carelessness 
of the Amesbury officials who are 
credited this morning with having over- 
looked a hundred ballots for Mr. Tarr, 
resulting in his nomination. What the 
later stories may show by tomorrow 
morning is difficult to say, but which- 
ever one of these men is chosen, the 
district is bound to be well represented 
in the Governor’s Council. 


John Orth’s Recital 


A genuine musical treat was last 
night afforded the people of Andover in 
the recital given at the town hall by 
John Orth, the distinguished Boston 
pianist and teacher who studied under 
Liszt.

remarkable instance of Andover’s in- 
strumentality in extending Christian 
education throughout the world. To 
Andover in Japan, Andover in Turkey, 
Andover in India, we can add Andover 
in Hawaii. 

Mr. Wilson mentioned the pioneer 
missionaries, Hiram Bingham and Asa 
Thurston, who went out from Andover 
Seminary in 1819. These were followed 
by others, at least a dozen in all, from 
Andover, including William Richards, 
uncle of our Dr. J. F. Richards, who was 
afterwards the Hawaiian ambassador 
to England and the United States, be- 
sides Abbot Academy’s recent contribu- 
tion of Miss Bosher as principal of the 
notable school in Honolulu. Special 
reference was also made to the remark- 
able story of Henry Obookiah, which we 
in Andover ought never to forget. It is 
the story of Neesima over again—fifty 
years earlier. 

Obookiah was a Sandwich Islands 
boy, whose parents had been murdered 
in a rebellion, and at the age of about 
twelve got passage on an American ship 
and after a long voyage via China and 
the Seal Islands of N. W. America, 
landed in New York in 1809. He 
spent some time at the captain’s home 
in New Haven, where he became ac- 
quainted with Samuel J. Mills, whose 
name. is on the memorial bowlder at 
Rabbit’s Rock, and who in 1810 brought 
him to Andover. He roomed with Mills 
in Phillips Hall, learning English and 
reciting to diflerent students in the 
Seminary. He boarded at the Seminary 
commons house, kept by Dea. Nehemiah 
Abbot, whose good wife, afterward the 
founder of Abbot Academy, was very 
kind to him. At one time he worked 
at haying with “‘Mr. A.” an Andover 
iurmer, who was doubtless some other 
Mr. Abbot, whom of course it will now 
be*Simpossible to idantify! He worked 
also for a time with “Mr. F.” five miles 
from the divinity college. I learned 
years ago that this was a Mr. Furbush, 
near Haggett’s Pand. Doubtless Dea. 
Boutwell may tell us exactly where that 
place was, where the heathen boy used 
to chop wood, and often to wander in 
the woods, anxiously thinking how he 
could find about a God who was better 
than the “wood and stone and shark” 
which his countrymen worshipped. 

In 1818 he left Andover, and later 
with other foreign youth studied at the 
Cornwall Indian School in Connecticut, 
preparing to return to his native home 
as teacher of the Christian religion. 
He died, alas, in 1818, the year before 
the beginning of the mission to the 
Sandwich Islands. But the provi- 
dential story of that runaway boy led 
to that Mission, and to its wonderful 
results, in the transformation of that 
savage group of islands into a prosperous 
territory of the United States. We 
can think of that as we pass the old 
commons house where he lived, now the 
residence of Mrs. Bodwell, on the corner 
of Main and Morton streets, where it 
was removed over fifty years ago. This 
is Andover in Hawaii!

Sympathetic Elizabethans 


Two hundred members of the Ger- 
man-American Alliance of. Elizabeth, 
N. J., have ‘“‘adopted amid cheers” a 
preamble and some resolutions so ex- 
traordinary in their logic and their taste 
that they are here reprinted in full: 

Whereas, The continued sale by 
America of arms and munitions of 
war to the enemies of Germany is 
directly responsible for thousands of 
deaths and the wounding of thou- 
sands more; and, 

Whereas, Protests against such 
sales by a neutral country have 
been unheeded: 

Be it resolved, That the German- 
American Alliance of Elizabeth de- 
clare the sinking of the Arabic as 
justifiable and deserved; 

Be it resolved, That the Alliance 
endorse Germany’s submarine policy 
and extend to her marine command- 
ers the unstinted praise to which 
they are entitled; 

Be it resolved, That traveling 
Americans, to escape the dangers of 
the war zones, be urged to make 
use of the ships of neutral countries; 

Be it further resolved, That the 
sympathy of the Alliance be ex- 
tended to Germany in her hour of 
trouble. 

Take out the kink in fact and here is 
a perfect translation cf this piece of 
Elizabethan literature: 

Whereas, Certain Americans have 
sold arms and munitions of war to 
the enemies of Germany, as they 
have a perfect legal right to do; 

Resolved, That we approve the 
murder by a German submarine of 
certain American citizens, lawfully 
traveling upon the seas. 

“*Sale by America,” “‘sale by a neutral 
country”’: can these Elizabethans be as 
ignorant as they pretend to be? Don’t 
they know perfectly well that the 
United States has sold no arms or 
munitions of war to any of the belliger- 
ents? Don’t they know that neither 
international law nor Federal law pro- 
hibits such sale by American citizens? 

“Justifiable,” “deserved,” ‘‘ praise”; 
these German-American patriots rejoice 
in the death of Americans. They have 
no sympathy with the country in which 
they live, to which, presumably, all or 
most of them have sworn allegiance.

REV. JOSHUA W. WELLMAN 


Rev. Joshaa Wyman Wellman, D. D., 
a former resident of this town, died 
Tuesday morning at his residence on 
Summer street, Malden. A cold which 
developed into bronchitis was the cause 
of his death. Though under the care of 
a trained nurse for the past seven years, 
he had been in fairly good health and not 
dependent upon the nurse’s services. 

Dr. Wellman was born in Cornish,
